B E it enacted by the King’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : — 

5 1. The provisions of the Bank Holidays Act, 1871, so far as Bank 

they relate to Ireland, are extended to the seventeenth day of every Holiday.
